carried to all parts of the United States 
and that the ways in which it spreads are 
probably not all thoroughly known. It may — 
be many a long year before this_plague of 
the swine industry is eliminated. The best 
thing to be done now is for each farmer to 
keep close watch over his herd, and on 
the first suspicion of the disease immunize 
every hog. 

Some men now consider immunization 
against hog cholera as one of the regular 
expenses of pork production and have it 
done every year. They realize that it is 
not a cure, but only a prevention against 
loss. Even when serum is used there is 
sometimes a loss, but im nearly all cases 
the method is very successful. It is the 
only dependable means available for pre? 
venting losses from hog cholera.

Another feafthre which the farm seeker 
should see to is that prospects for crop 
yields, are more than sufficient to balance 
the cost of production. Soils of low fer- 
tility are handicapped—some are found to 
be a positive Nability if it is necessary to 
_ farm them. It is well to inquire thorough- 
ly into crop yields, not only those that 
have been obtafmed on the farm itself for 
a period of years but those realized on ad- 
jacent farms. 

Learn whether poor crops are due to 
poor soil or bad management. if yields 
are very high, inquire carefully as to how 
they are obtained, and judge of the econ- 
omy of the methods used. If the yields 
have been very low, it may be that better 
management or improved methods, which
